m Examiner also stated that the limitation of "an actuator included within and coupled 
to the housing" is not disclosed in the specification. AppUcant respectfuUy disagrees. For 
example, on page 4, lines 26-28, the specification states that "vibrations can be achieved by ^ 
means of devices such as electromagets. piezoelectric transmitters, composite metals and other 
devices available in the mSket possibly i^g vibrations." One example of an actuator 
supportive of claims 17 and 30 is described with reference to Fig. 4, where "electromagnet 50 by 
means of screws is arranged in a means of attachment 52. here fixed by means of screws m the . 
bottom portion 18 of the computer mouse 10... the movement [of the anchor 58] transforms mto 
a vibration by means of Ihfi potential energy stored in the resiliant means 56." Dearly, this 
example describes an actuator that is included within and coupled to the housing, as recited by 
AppUcant. and in sufficient detail to enable one of sldll in the art to make or use the mvention. 

In view of the foregoing. Applicant beUeves that claims 17-53 ar« patentable, and 
respectfully requests that the rejection under 112, first paragraph, be withdrawn. 

No amendment made herein was related to the statutory requirements of patentability 
unless expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowmg the scope 
of any claim, unless AppUcant has argued herein that such amendment was made to distmguish 
over a particular reference or combinatkm of references. 

AppUcant beUeves lhat all pending claims are allowable and respectfidly requests a 
Notice of Allowance fiom fee Examiner.
